ILLIA Mand MART by the Grace of God, c-c. To all whom theſe Pre: 
\ \ / ſents ſhall come, Greeting. Whereas cerrain Aiticles bearing Date the Third 
Day of Ottober laft paſt, Made and Agreed on between Our Juſtices of Our 
Kingdom ot reland and Our General of Our Forces there, on the one part, and ſeveral 
Officers there Commanding within the City of Limerich, 14 Our ſaid Kingdom, on the other 
part; whereby Our ſaid Juſtices and General did undertake that VVe ſhould Ratife thole 
Articles within the ſpace of Erghe Months or ſooner, and uſe their utmoit Endeavours that 
rhe ſam= ſhould be Ratificd and Confirmed in Parliam: nt : The Tenor of which faid Ar- 
ticles 1s as follows, viz. Articles agreed upon the Third Day of Ottober One Thouſand Six 
Hundred Ninetyand One : Between the Right Honourable Sir Charles Porter, Kr. and I homes 
Caningesby, Eiiqs Lord) ultices of [reland, and His Exccllency the Baron de Ginck/e, Licute- 
nant General and Commander in Chief of the Englich Army, on the one part, and the Righr 
Honourable Patrick Earl of Lucan, Piercy Viicount Gallmoy, Coloncl Nicholas Purſell, Colonel 
Nicholas Cuſarke , Sir Toby Butler, Colonel Garret Dillon, and Colonel Fobn Browne, on the 
other part, in the behalf of the [rib Inhabicants in the City and County of Limerick, the 
Counties of Clare, Kerry, Corke, Sligo,,and Mayo, in Conſideration of the Surrender, of the 
Ciry of Limerick, and other Agreements made between the ſaid Licutenant General Ginelye, 
che Governour ot the City of Limerick, and the Generals of the [rish Army, bearing Date 
with theſe Preſents, for the Surrender of theſaid Ciry, and Submifion of the {ajd Army, 
it is Agreed thar, 


I. YHAT the Roman Catholicks of this Kingdom ſhall cnj »y ſuch Privileges in the Exer= 
ciſe of their Religion as are conſiſtent with the Laws of 7reland, or as they did enjoy in the 
Reign of King Charles che Il. And their Mijefties, as ſoon as their Aﬀiurs will permic them 
ro Summon a Parliament in this Kingdom, will endeavour to procure the 1aid Reman Ca- 
tholicks tuch further ſecurity in that particular, as may preſerve them from any Diſturbance 
upon the Account of their ſaid Religion. 

Il. ALL the Inhabitants or Reſidents of Lrmerick, or any other Garriſon now in the 
policſhon of the Irib, and all Officers and Solijers now in Arms under any Commiſſion of 
King Zames, or thoſe Authorized by him, to Grant the fame in the ſeveral Counties of 
Limerick, Clare, Kerry, Corke, and Mayo, or any of them, and all the Commiſſioned Officers 
in their Majeſties Quarters thar behong to the [rub Regiments now umn being that are treared 
with, and who are not priſoners of War, or have taken PromEtion, ynd who ſhall rewrn 
and 'ulmic to gheir Majcſties Obedience, and their andeyery of their Hezrs ſhall hold, poſe 
* {+ and enjoytall andevyery pheir Eftares of Freehold and Inherirance,, ang all rhear Rights, 
{hes, and Ineereſts, Privileges, and Immunities, which they and every or any of them held 
and cnjoycd, or were rightfully or lawfully wriled ro in the Rergn of King Charles I. or 
ir any time fince, by the Laws and Srarures that pvere in F-ucs in the laid Rezgn of King 
Charles 11. and ſhall be put in Poſſcſhon by Quder of the Governmenc, of tuch of phema as 
wc in the Kings Hands, or the Hands of his Tenants, without being pur to any Suit or 
Trouble therein 5 and all ſuch Eſftares hl} be Freed and Diicharged from all Arrears of 
C own Rents, Quir-R:nts, and other Publick Charges incurred and become gue ſince 
Aighaelmas One Thouſand Six Hundred Eighty Eight, to the Dav of the Dare hereof : And

all Perſons comprehended in this Article, ſhall have, hold, and enjoy, all cheir Goods and 
Chattels, Real and Perſonal, to them or any of them belonging and rumuning either 1n

' their own Hands or the Hands of any Pcrtons whattoever, in truſt tor, or tor che Ulc of * 


them or any of them, and all and eyery the ſity Perſons, of what Proteiion, Trad», or 
Calling focver they be, ſhall, and may uſe, excicile, praCtitc their ſeveral and reſpiCEtive 
Prof: ffions, Trades, and Callings, as treely as they did ule, exerciſe, and enjoy the ſame 1n 
the Reign of King Charles Il. Provided that nothing in this Article conraincd, be con- 
ſtrucd to cxtend to or rettore any torfeiring Perſon now out of the Kingdom, «<xcepr whar 
are hereafter comprized. Proviced alſo, that ne Perſon whatſoever ſhall haye, or enjoy 
the Benefir of this Article, thar ſhall negl: Et or refulc to take the Oath of Allegiance made 
by At of Parliament in Englandin the Firit Year of the Reign of cheir preſenc Mijeſties, 
when thereunto r« quired. 

I. ALL Merchants, or reputed Mcrchanrs of the City of Limerick, or of any other 
Gariſon now poſicflcd by rhe 7rs:þ, or of any Town or Place in the Counti's of Clare or 
Kerry, who are abſcnt beyond the Seas, that have not bore Arms ſince their Maj fties De 
claration in February One Thouſand Six Hundred Eighty Eight, (hall have the B.nchir ofthe 
Second Article in the fame manner as if they were preſent : Provived ſuch Merchants and 
reputed Merchants do repair into this Kingdom within the ſpace of Eigni Months trom 
'the Date hereof. 

IV. THE following Officers, Colonel Simon Lattrel, Captain Row!/ansd White, AManrice 
Enſftace of Termanſtoune, Chivers of Mayſtowne, commonly called Muzni- Leinſter, row be- 
"longing to the Regiments in the aforelaid Gariions ani) Quarters of the /rwb Army, wits 
- are beyond- the Seas, and ſent thither upon Aﬀurs of their reſp:ttiys Regiments, o7 ine 
Army 1n general, ſhall have the Benefi' and Advantage of the Sccand Arrnicle : Provided 
"they return hither within rhe ſpace of Eight Months trom the Date of thete Preſents, arid 
ſubmit ro their Mzj ſtirs Government, and take the abuycm:niioned Oath, 

V. THAT all and ſingular the fat Perſons comprized in the S:cond and 11rd Articles 
ſhall have a general Pardon of all Attainders, Outlawries, Treaſon, Miſprifion of Treaſon, 
Premunires, Felons, Treſpaſſes, and other Crimes and Miid.m-inours whatloever, by them 
or any of them committed, ſince the B--gining of the R 1gn 0! King Fames IT. And if any 


of them are attained by Parhament, the Lords Juſt.cesant Guacral will uſe their beſt En-r 


deayours to get the ſame repealed by Parliament, and the Outlawrics to be revericd grarer, 
all but Wriwing Clerks Fees. 
' TV. AND whereas the preſent VVars have drawn on great Violenees on both parts, and 
-that if Leave were given to the b:inging all forts of private Aﬀtions, the Anmoſirics 
would, probably, continue that have been too long on Foot; and the putlick Diſtu: binces 
laſt. For the quicting and ſerling therefore of this Kingdom, and avoiding thoſe Incon- 
. veniencies which would be the neceſſary Conſequence of the contrary ; no Perſon or Per- 
fons whatſoever, comprizcd 1n the foregoing Arricles, ſhall be Sucd, Moleſted, or Implead- 
ed at the Suir of any Party or Parties whatſoever, for any Treſpiſſ:s by them commirred, 
or for any Arms, Horſes, Money, Goods, Chaitcls, Merchandizes, or Proviſions whatſo- 
'ever by them ſeized or taken during the time of the VVar. And no Perſon or Pcrſons 
whatſoever in the Second or Third Articles comprized, ſhall be Sued, Implcaded, or made 
accountable for the Rents or mean Rents of any Lands, Tenements, or Houſes by him or 
th=m reecived or enjoyed in this Kingdom, fince the Begining of the preſent VVar to the 
Day of the Date hereof ; nor for any V Vaſt or Treſpaſſ:s by him or them committed in 
any ſuch Lands, Tencments, or Houſes. And it is alto Agreed, that this Article ſhall be 
mutual and Reciprocal on both ſides. , 

VII. EVERY Nobleman and Gentleman comprized in the ſaid Second oor Third Article, 


ſhall have Liberty to ride with a Sword and a Caſc of Piitols, if they thinkIfic, and kc 


Gun.in their Houſes for the Defer::e of the fame, or for Fowling. 

VIII. THE Inhabitants and Refidents in the City of Limerick and other Gariſons, ſhall 
be permitted to remove their Goods, Charttels, and Proviſions out of the ſame, without be- 
ing viewed or ſearched, or paying any manner of Duties, and ſhall not be compelled to 
leave the Houſes or Lodgings they now have, for the ſpace of Six VVecks next enſuing 
the Dare hereof. : 

IX. THE Oath to be Admaniſtred to ſuch Rowan Catholickt as ſubmir to their Majaſt;es 
Government, ſhall be the Oath aboyeſaid, and no other, -

Xl, THE Lords-Juſtices and General do promiſe to ufc their utmoſt Endeavours that 
all the Pcrions comprchended in the abovementioned Articlcs, ſha! bc prot Ct d and de- 
fended from all Arrctts and Ex curions tor D-br or D:mage tor the tpace ot E1ght Months 
nex- enſuing che Care heicot, 

Xil. LASTLY, The Lords: Juttices 3nd General do undertak*-, that their Mij-tties will 
ratific thete Articles within the tpace of Eighe Months or ſooner, and ulc thur urmoit 
End-ravours that the {umc thaiil b- Rathcd and Confhrmed in Parhamint. 

XII. AND, Whereas Colonyl fobn Browne ftood Indebttd to teveral Proteſtants by 
Judgments of Record, which :ppcaring to the late Government, the Lord T yroonnell ard 
Lord Lucan took away th. Eli. ct> the tfaid Zohn Browne had, to anſwer the faid Debts, and 
promiſed to clear the {a1 792: 5r0wne of the lard Debts, which Effets were taken tor the 


publick Uſe of the [r4h 4) 17 Army : For freeing the faid Lord Lucan of his faid Engage- 
ment p:ft on their pu. \ cnt, tor Payment of the laid Proteſtants, and for pre- 
venting the Ruine of th: {41 71423 Browne, and for Satisfation of his Creditors, ar the [n- 
ftar.ce of th? Lord Lucan, ail ine rett of the Perſons aforefaid; It 1s agreed, that the laid 


L1>rds-Juſtices and the faid Barn de Gincele, ſhall intercede with the King and Parliamenc 
to have th- Eſtates ſecured to Roman Catholicks, by Articles and Capirulation 1n this King- 
dom. charged with and cqually {1able tothe Payment of ſo much of the ſaid Debrs as the 
ſaid Lord Lucan upon ſtaving Accounts with rhe fard Fob Browne, ſhall certifie under his 
Hind, thac the Eff: &s taken from theſaid Jobn Browne amount unto 3 which Account is to be 
ſtated, and the B.llance certified by rhe ſaid Lord Lacan, in Oneand Twenty Days after the 
date hereof. For the true Performance: whereot, We have hereunto ſet our Hands, Cha. Porter, 
Tho. Coningesby, Baron de Ginck(e: Prelent Scravenmore, H. Mackay, F. Talmach. And where- 
as the (aid Ciry of Limerick, hath been ſince, in purſuance of the faid Articles, ſurrendered 
unro U-. Now know ye, that We }1aving conſidered of the faid Articles, are Graciouſly 
pleaſed hereby ro declare, that Wedoior Us, our Heirs and Succeflors, as far as in Us lies, 


«Ranific. and, Confirm the ſame, ard cvcry Claule, Matrer and Thing therein” contained; 


and as to ſuch Parts thereof, for which an Act of Parliament ſhall be tound ro be neceſlary, 
We ſhall Recommend the ſame to b- made good by Parliament, and ſhall give Our Royal 
Aſſem to any Bill or Bills thar ſhall be paſt by Our Two Houſes of Parliament to thar 
purpoſe. And whereas it appears unto Us, thar it was agreed between the Partics to the 
faid Articles, that afrer rhe Words | Limerick, Clare, Kerry, Corke, Mayo, or any ob-them}] 
ir» the ſecond of the faid Articles, the Words following, viz. | And all ſuch as are under their 
Proteftion in the [aid Counties | ſhould be incerred, and be part of the ſaid Artieles, which 
Words having been caſually omitted by the Writer, rhe Omiſfion was nor 'diſcovered till 
after the faid Articles were Signed, bur was taken Notice of before the Second Town was 
ſurrendered ; and that our ſaid Juſtices and General, or one of them, did promiſe thar the 
faid Clauſe ſhould be made good, ir being within the Intention of the ſaid Capityulation, 
and incerred in the foul Draught thereof, Our further Will and Pleaſure is, and VVeds 
hereby Ratific and Confirm the faid omitted VVagds, viz. | And all ſuch as are under their 
Proteftion in the ſaid Counties | Hereby for Us, Our Heirs and Succeflors, Ordaining and De- 
claring, thatallandevery Pcrfon and Perſons therein concern'd, ſhall and may have, receive, 
and enjoy enc Benefic thereof, in ſuch and the ſame manner, as if the ſaid V Vords had been 
incerted in their proper place inthe ſaid Second Article : Any Omiflion, Defe&, or Miftake 


'in the faid Second Article in any wiſe notwithſtanding. Provided always, and Our YYill 


1d, Pleaſyrefs, thag rheſegur Lerters-Parepts ſhall be Inroll'd in Qur Court of Chancery 
yy ) ngdom of Ircitnd, hs the ſpace of One Year next enſuing. /nWitmſs, &c.
